Manners for Using Cellphones 

A cellphone always generates weak electric waves while its power is ON. 

Be considerate of others around you to use your cellphone enjoyably and safely.

•When on a crowded street, use your 
cellphone in places where you do not 
prevent others from passing. 

•When on a train or in a hotel lobby, move to 
an area where you will not bother others 
around you. 

•Take care not to talk too loudly during 
conversations. 

•When you shoot photos or movies of others 
with your cellphone, get permission from 
them.
